These, in torn, divide and redivide, 
growing constantly smaller, until the 
flneet tubes permeate every part of 
the insect, even the tops of the arten- 
nae and the joints of the feet. The 
tubes are known as tracheae, and 
Bftrve the same purpose that tho limes 
servs in the vortcbratce;
